Commerce in the administration of 
Governor Lowden, committed suicide 
in a hotel here today . 
Mr. Stead’s home 
was at Ottawa. 
He was one of the most 
prominent 
republican leaders in the ntate. 
Mr. Stead registered Thursday at 
the Great 
Northern hotel 
and 
the 
body was discovered 
shortly 
after 
noon today . There was a_ bullet hole 
in the head and life apparently had 
been ex tinct for about four hours. 
From the position of the body it is 
believed that Mr. Stead stood before 
a large mirror when he fired. 
The 
weapon, a 32-calibre pistol was found 
nearby . 
James It. Stead of Chicago, a broth­ 
er, sai dMr. Stead had been greatly 
depressed since the death of his wife 
eighteen months ago.

fo r the newspapers ev en to so rt It o ut and edit it, say no thing o f printing 


it. 
In additio n to this it is o v ercro wding the natio n’s mails and causing 


so m e o f the delays in fo rwarding o ther mail matter that hav e co me to be 


a so urce o f general co mplaint. 


A reso lutio n was ado pted by the edito rs asking the Asso ciated Press,
